It is a fact that the appro- 
priations have been increased and that thou- 
gands of new namés have been put on the pay 
roll, but when the work of the last congress 
bas been analyzed it is seen that neither of 
these results has been anywhere near 80 
alarming ae the Denver platform has en- 
deavored to make the people believe, 

In the point of fact, the great bulk of the 
increase in the money cost of the govern- 
ment, as Well as in the personnel, is to better 
the condition of the army and navy. The 
eivii service of the government remains 
about where it has been. Inasmuch as the 
increases of the army and navy are popular 
with the people, it does not seem likely that 
the democratic managerg will make much 
out of their extravagance charge, 


People Proud of Expense. 

This is a great big government of ours and 
it takes lots of money to run it. When Tom 
Reed retorted to the charge that he was pre- 
siding over a billion dollar congress by say- 
ing that this is a billionidollar government he 
struck the nail squarely on head, and the 
political managers ever since have found it 
next to impossible to make capital out of ex- 
travagance. On the contrary, the people 
séem to be proud of the fact that we have 

‘grown to a point where it requires many 
times as much to run the government as it 
did in the early days of the republic.

In addition to this sum 
contracts have been authorized by congress 
aggregating $40,443,750, These contracts in- 
elude battleships, colliers, torpedo boats, sub- 
marines, and various postoffice and other 
government buildings.

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INSIST ON HEAVY FINES. 


Village Officers Are Urged to 


Show No Clemency to Per- 
sons Who Violate 
the Law. 


The gauntlet flung down by the Chicago 
Automobile club Tuesday afternoon over the 
question of a policeman shooting into an au- 
tomobile party was taken up with oratory 
and cheers by the citizens of Glencoe in mass- 
meeting assembled last night. War to the 
knife, the carbureter, the spark plug, the in- 
junction, the justice court, or whatever 
weapon ig most appropriate in an automobile 
war, is promised. 

The meeting was attended by 200 repre- 
sentative citigens of Glencoe and was “ unan- 
imous.”’ 

A resolution was adopted supporting the of- 
fieers of the village in their actions thus far 
taken and asking them to continue to enforce 
the law rigidly. This was construed te mean 
every day in the week, on all the roade in the 
village, at a speed limit of fifteen miles an 
hour instead of twenty as heretofore, and the 
imposition of heavy fines. 


Declaration Is Outspoken. 

The resolution was as follows: 

„ Whereas, The Chicago Automobile club 
and its officers have attacked the honesty 
and good faith of the officiais of Glencoe in 
their attempt to enforce the law with refer- 
ence to the speeding of automibiles within 
the city limits of Giencoe, and have further 
accused the village of Glencoe of enforcing 
sald law for the purpose of revenue only, 
be it 

Resolved, That we extend to our village 
Officials our thanks for their effort with re- 
spect to the automobile speeding, and that 
we express our utmost eonfidence in their 
hcnesaty and integrity. 


automobile is a menace to ourselves and our 
ehildren and is the means of making our 
streets dangerous for ordinary traffic, we 
request our officiala to enforce the law 
against speeding to the greatest extent in 
their power, and we further request them 
to prosecute willful violators of the law to 
the utmost limit.” 


Stirred by Automobile Club. 
The foregoing declaration is the village re- 
sponge to the resolution adopted last Tues- 
day by the board of managers of the Chisago 


Stribling. The club not only condemned the 
shooting but also condemned speed traps 
end insinuated that the enforcement of the 
law against speeding in Glencoe was for 
revenue only. The club demanded that Po- 
liceman Moore, who did the shooting, be 
prosecuted to the limit. 

The tone of the meeting at the Glencoe 
town hall also was bitterly opposed to any 
compromise, so thet the prospects look fine 
for a strenuous fight. 


Quiet About the Shooting. 

Oscar J. West was chairman of the meet- 
ing last night, and Frank King secretary. 
Fred D. Jackson, one of the promoters of the 
agitation, was called on for a gpeech. He 
must have been expecting some such call, for 
he covered all the points that could have been 
considered except one, and when another 
man attempted to speak on that he promptly 
shut him off. 

The forbidden topic was the shooting of 
Mise Stribling by Policeman Moore. W. M. 
Johnson, a candidate for congress, who fol- 
lowed Mr. Jackson, let slip the remark that 
he did not approve of the action of the po- 
liceman That was as far as he got and tur- 
ther than any one else ventured on that sub- 


ject 
Would Prejudice Case. 
Mr. Jackson explained that Policeman 
Moore was on trial and that nothing should 
be said on the subject that might tend to prej- 


| udice the case one way or the other; that 


they were there simply to consider the 
charges made against the village and the vil- 
lage Officials by the Chicago Automobile club 
and to consider what action should be taken 
in the future with regard to the enforcement 
of the laws against speeding. 

He attacked the Automobile club, declaring 
that prior to the passage of the present law 
the club members had promised that if it 
were passed they would help in ite enforce- 
ment and in the prosecution of offenders. 
Instead of doing so, he said, the attorney for 
the club, Sidney B. Gorham, had never prose- 
cuted a case of speeding, but, on the contrary, 
was one of the worst speeders in the city him - 
self, and defended more automobDiliste than 
any other attorney in the city. 


Limit Cut to Fifteen Miles. 

E. D. Brigham, general freight agent of 
the Northwestern railway, offered a resolu- 
tion censuring the officials for. not arrest - 
ing automobilists in the past unless they 
were going in excess of twenty miles an hour, 
fifteen miles an hour being the legal speed 
limit. 

President Calhoun explained that it was 
decided to Allow the autoists to go five miles 
an hour in excess of the legal limit in order to 
make clear the good faith of the suburb, but 
he promised that in the future the limit of 
fifteen miles an hour would be enforced 
strictly, that being bis interpretation of the 
resolution. 


Postmaster Is Aroused. 

Postmaster Daniel MacArthur complained 
that the automobilists had made it imposai- 
ble for streets to be paved. 

“ Whenever it is suggested that any street 
be paved,” he said, the question is raised, 
‘Will it become a favorite route for autos? 
If it will, the people would rather have it 
remain a mudhole than become a boulevard. 

“The autos drove me out of house and 
home. We had a nice place over in Vernon 
avenue until the speeders forced us to seek 
safer quarters. The autos have driven horses | 
out of our town. Before they came every 
one had 4 horse and rig. 

“TI am strongly in favor of enforcing the 
whole law every day in the week in every 
street in the village. I am in favor of arreat- 
ing poe og U going fifteen miles 
and one inch an r, and of fining 
$199.99.” *

OUTLINES BATTLE LENES. 
National Committee Chairman 
Talks on Way to Colorado’ 
Springs Conference. 


publican national committee in Chicago yes- 
terday on his way to Colorado Springs, where 
the first of two conferences with western 
republicans will be held, outlined the general 
plan on which the campaign. for Taft and 
Sherman will be conducted.

Replies to Charges of Violating 
the Civil Service Law. 


NAMED 80 IN LIST OF 2,267. 


Defends Administration Which He 
Shows Has Been Economical. 


Gov. Charles S. Deneén replied in a speech 
last nicht to the charge that he had in- 
fringed upon the civil service law by having 
appointed many of his political friends to 
Positions in the state institutions. He spoke 
at Gunther park, Leland avenue and Clark 
street. 

“A decidedly serious charge has been 
made against me,“ he sald. 80 far as I 
know I am the only person in this state, or 
in the United States, or in any English 
speaking country who ever violated a law 
forty-eight hoprs before it went into effect. 
That was the crime that was charged against 
me-the other night. 

“The distinguished gentleman who made 
this attack on me declared I had appointed 
scores, and scores, and scores of employés 
in the state institutions forty-eight hours 
before the law went into effect. It is true 
that I recommended eighty out of the 2,267 
employés. 

“When a man goes into a new office he 
finds that at first he Is unugually popular 
and at the close of his term that he is quite 
unpopular. When I first began my duties I 
found many thousands of applications for 
positions. I am glad to say they were all 
good, because they all carried recommen- 
dations. 

“Twenty-eight Out of 2,267.” 

made up my mind, however, not to 
make any appointments until I had made 
them all. Then I appointed eighty. Twenty- 
eight of these are still n office and their 
records are good. Twenty-elght out of 2.267! 
And it was sald that I was intending to create 
a great machine! A machine like that would 
indeed be a ladylike machine.” 

Gov. Deneen later in his address replied also 
to the attack that his administration had 
net been an economical one. 

“Here in Illinois,” he said, we have a 
strange prejudice. We have a strange atti- 
tude toward the spending of money by gov- 
ernors. We want to know how much this 
governor spent and bew much the governor 
before him spent. We do not take into con- 
sideration the fact that IIIinois is growing 
fast each year and that its needs are neces- 
sarily expanding 

It is hard to shave off here or there or 
to lop off this or that when it is easily to be 
seen that the amount is almost absolutely 
essential to the state's best welfare. I do 
not blame my predecessor for it. We are ail 
to blame. But it is hard, I tell you, when 
some little cheap demagogue will go out and 
make a fake cry of economy.“ 

Defends State Institutions. 

Gov. Deneen, in the course of his talk, de- 
fended his administration of the state insti- 
tutions, 

“ We have a better class of employees now,“ 
he said. “ By the new'civil service law the 
employment requires more skill and educa- 
tion. The discipline, in my opinion. aleo is 
better. Under the old régime changes were 
constantly going on in the institutions and 


‘ subordinates did not look up to their supe- 


rior officers. Now no one can be discharged 
on Aecount of polities.

BRYAN COIN SENDS ODDS DOWN. 


More Insurance Bets Made at Higher 
Rates with Lloyds Brokers in 
New York. 


New York, July 17.—[(Special.]—Insurance 
brokers acting as agents for Lloyds of Lon- 
don again did a lively business in Bryan in- 
surance policies, or election bets, today. 
Much of the business came from the west, 
which had just learned through the papers 
of the high odds given by the London insur- 
ance brokers. Many policies also were writ- 
ten for members of the race track coterie 
and for men who in former political cam- 
paigns have acted as betting commissioners. 

Eight or ten well known insurance firms are 
reported to be acting as intermediators be- 
tween Lloyds and the bettors. While on 
Thursday the odds ranged between 8% and 
5% to 1 against Bryan, the best price obtain- 
able today was 6 to 1.

Chicago took out a number of policies, | 
transmitting the orders in most cases through 
brokerage houses, and speculators in Kansas 
city and St. Louis also applied for and se- 
cured some anti-Bryan insurance. In the 
early afternoon the force of western Bryan 
money raised the premium to 16 guineas per 
cent or, in betting parlance, forced the odds 
down to 5to 1 against the Nebraskan. This 
price remained firm until the close.. One of 
the most conservative insurance brokers es- 
timated the amount of the policies written 
throughout the day at $125,000. 

First Wager in Washington. 

Washington, D. C., July 17.—[{Special.}]— 
The first public wager on the result of the 
presidential campaign to be posted in Wash- 
ington was laid yesterday at odds of 20 to 1 
that Taft woul be elected. Both parties to 
the wager were republicans and their names 
were not made public because both are em- 
ployed in the government ktervice. The 
amounts were $100 to 88.

They 
were unable to comprehend the meaning of 
the notice and were still making a vigorous 
protest for their money when the doors were 
slammed shut and locked. 

These Italians had wonderful faith in 
Zotti,“ said McKey, They felt their money 
was as safe in his hands asin their own. I 
can't make any of the depositors I have seen 
believe Zotti has failed. They can’t under- 
stand the meaning of the receivership notice 
and they go away shaking their heads. How- 
ever, few of the depositors know of the fall- 
ure, and probably most of them won't know 
until they have come either to make a deposit 
er a withdrawal.

Cantwell Aids the State. 

Following the reporting of the true bills 
before Judge Chetlain came the announce- 
ment that Cantwell, by his own actions with- 
in a month, has strengthened fie cage of the 
state until now it is regarded by the state’s 
attorney's office as impregnable. 

A sardonic touch was given to the Indict- 
ment of Erbstein by the news that it was 
secured on informations given in the first 
instance by Cantwell, as spite work, and

later eorroborated, in the opinion of the 


Both 
men for years have been relied upon by 
| crooks as capable of furnishing a tolerably 
safe defense, and stories that certain pick- 
pockets have contributed regularly to a de- 
tense fund have reached the state’s at- 
torney'’s office from tine to time. 

Cantwell was released on $5,000 baib fur-

Betrayal of Client Alleged. 


Attorney Erbstein's indictment grew out 
of the trial and conviction of James Tilton, 
a pickpocket, who stole a diamond stud from 
a man named Paul Schupmann, on a street 
car. 

Tilton was caught immediately, but put 
the diamond in his mouth, and it was not 
found when he was searched. Later he gave 
it to Erbstein, with instructions to give it 
back to Schupmann and smooth things over. 
Although, it is charged, Erbstein told his 
client in February that this had been done, 
the diamond was not restored to Schupmann 
until some time in April, Meanwhile Tilton 
had pleaded guilty to petit larceny and accept- 
ed a year’s sentence in the bridewell. 

His anger against Erbstein led him to make 
a statement to At Cantwell, relying on 
the latter’s hos 
of it. Cantwell told the state’s attorney’s 
office about it, but substantiation was not 
A about two weeks ago. 

Tt was after Cantwell’s information was 
given that the diamond was returned and 
witnesses are now within reach of the state’s 
attorney’s office who will testify that Erb- 
stein went to Schupmann and asked him to 
say, if interrogated, that he received the dia- 
mond at a much earlier date than the time 
at which it was given back. 


Erbstein Says “Double Crossed.” 

EXrfetein’s action in rushing to the aid of 
Cantwell when the latter became il} at the 
end of the Chinese conepiracy case, and his 
subsequent withdrawal of active support 
from the sick man have been explained 
on the ground that he wished to forestall any 
act of Cantwell’s in connection with the dia- 
mond story, and left him when he found the 
harm was done. Erbstein denied this during 
the day. 

‘*I knew nothing of Cantwell’s information 
when I went to help him,“ he said. “I 
learned of it later, and naturally I withdrew 
from him. He was trying to double cross me. 
Tilton 
gave me the diamond and told me to see if I 
could ‘square’ him. 

That would have been to compound a 
felony, and I refused to doit. I returned the 
diamond at the proper time Assistant 
State’s Attorney Barbour is trying to ‘ get ’ 
me. He said he would in court, and now he 
is trying to make good.“ 


Recalls Hartzell Case. 

The incident to which Erbstein referred 
occurred in the trial of James Marooney and 
others, who were charged with conspiring to 
defraud the Rev. Morton Culver Hartzell 
by giving him manufactured evidence about 
conditions in the Third ward. During the 
trial clashes between Attorney Erbstein and 
Mr. Barbour were frequent. owing largely 
to the nature of questions put by Erbstein 
to the state’s witnesses. Finally Vorstein 
turned to the judge.

PYTHIAN OF NOTE DIES AT 62 


Howard Douglass, Past Supreme 
Chancellor, Passes Away. 


ZEALOUS WORKER 39 YEARS. 


Ohioan’s Name Household Word in His 
Fraternal Order. 


Newark, N. J., July 17.—({Special.]—How- 
ard Douglass of Cincinnati, O., past supreme 
chancellor of the Knights of Pythias, died 
today in this city. He leaves a widow, 4 80n, 
and a daughter. 
Sketch of His Career. 

Howard Douglass was born in Cincinnati, 
O., Jan. 21, 1846. He received the greater 
part of his education in the public schools 
of Cincinnati and was admitted to the bar at 
the age of 21. He became a Knight of 
Pythias at the institution of Good Intent 
Lodge No. 6 of Cincinnati on June 10, 1860, 
but on Dec. 30, 1868, he joined as a charter 
member in the organization of Douglass 
Lodge No. 21 of Cincinnati, to which he be- 
longed until death. 

At the convention of the grand lodge of 
Ohio in 1871 he was made a past grand chan- 
cellor, and at the same convention was 
elected supreme representative. He was ad- 
miftted to the supreme lodge in Philadelphia 
in 1871. He was again elected supreme rep- 
resentative, attending the conventions cf 
the supreme lodge at Detroit in 1882 and 
New Orleans in 1884. At the latter conven- 
tion he was elected supreme vice chan- 
cellor, and at a succeeding one in Toronto 
was unanimously named supreme chancellor. 


Suspended a State Grand Lodge. 
A vacancy occurring in the supreme 
tribunal in 1899, Supreme Chancellor Sample 
appointed Mr. Douglass thereto, Under the 
constitutional provisions this appointment 
continued only until the convention of the 
supreme lodge in 1900, but he was again ap- 
pointed a tribune, his term ending Dec. 81, 
1901. 
Mr. Douglass became particularly noted in 
connection with his action as supreme chan- 
cellor in suspending the grand lodge of Penn- 
sylvania in 1887 for insubordination. 
Having attended every convention of the 
grand lodge of Ohio. Knights of Pythias, 
after Jan. 19, 1870, he sent to that body, at 
its recent convention June 0, 1908, an apology 
for falling to be present, as he was just about 
to leave for the east. Thereupon resolu- 
N were unanimously adopted in recogni- 

on of his faithful service as a Pythian for 
thirty-nine years. The resolutions stated 
that Mr. Douglass had brought to the order 
more members than any man in the supreme 
domain, and paid a high tribute to his record 
as a citizen and officer, 


Widely Enown in Pythianism. 


Instead of going to Germany—as he had 
done every eummer for twenty years—he 
spent the summer of 1907 on the Pacific 
coast. He returned to Cincinnati in Septem- 
ber, 1907. During the winter he was taken 
seriously ill, and from then on failed gradual- 
ly. Early last June he went to his cottage 
at Newark, hoping for benefit from the sea 
air. He was a sufferer from asthma all his 
lifé, and the allment in youth prevented him 
from receiving a complete college education. 

From the day Mr. Douglass became a mem- 
ber ot the Knights of Pythias he gave liber- 
ally of his means; time, and labor to the 
promotion and @dyancement of the order. 
Throughout Pythian knighthood his name 
ig a household word, and it is doubtful if 
that of any other member of the order is 
more widely known.

RAINS DBLAY RELAY RUNNERS | STRIKE BRINGS GUN BATTLE 


Oe Officer Seriously Wounded, 

Many Reported Shot. 

» THROW SWITCH, STOP TRAIN. 

Other Clashes Between Union Miners 
and Guards Are Rumored, 


Birmingham, Ala., July 17.—Robert Gard- 
ner, a deputy marshal, was fatally wounded 
and at least a dozen miners were shot as 
the result of an attack on a train bearing fifty 
strikebreakers at Jefferson today. The train 
was in charge of thirteen deputies. It is 
said the union miners attempted to induce 
the strike breakers to leave the train and 
threatened to kill them if they went to work. 
Gov. Comer has ordered a company of cay- 
alry from Montgomery to the scene. 

Deputy Gardner, mortally wounded, was 
brought to Birmingham tonight. Deputy 
George Smith, accompanying him, estimates 
that no less than 1,000 shots were fired. 


Switch Thrown; Battle Opens. 


According to him, the engagement was 
opened when the train attempted to leave 
Jefferson for Adamsyille. Au open switch 
brought the engine to a stop, and in this pre- 
dicament the deputies and strikebreakers 
were fired upon. 

Bullets riddled the train, but few of the 
men were injured because they fell to the 
floor. The deputies returned the fire and 
they declare at least a dosen miners were 
either killed or seriously wounded. At this 
juncture Gardner fell, mortally wounded. 

The engagement was brought to a conelu- 
sion when the engine, the track having been 
repaired, was enabled to make headway. 

There was a sharp brush at Adamsville this 
afternoon, three strike sympathizers being 
wounded and thirteen arrested. The soldiers 
ate encamped there tonight. 


Another Pitched Fight Rumored. 


An unconfirmed report wag received tonight 
at the sheriff's office that a pitched battle 
had taken place at Blossburg and that many 
had been killed or wounded. State troops 
soon will be sent there, and if the guards, as 
is reported, are in distress they soon will be 
relieved. 

The home of William Safford, a negro, was 
Gynamited at Pratt City and partially 
wrecked, At Mary Lee, a report just received 
by the sheriff says, two negro houses were 
blown up and one of the inmajes seriously 
injured. From Republic comes a report to 
the effect that three negroes were taken from 
their beds last night, stripped of their cloth- 
ing, and cruelly beaten.

Boston, Mass., July 17.—[{Spectal.}—The 
White Sox handed themselves and Doc White 
a defeat today in the second battle of the 
current series here, the count being 4 to 3 
when the books were closed under a leaky 
sky, which, however, permitted playing the 
string out. 

For this defeat the Sox could not even 
blame the umpire, for every close decision 
that cut any figure in the result went in Chi- 
cago’s favor, and Jack Sheridan had charge 
of the scrap, so that the gentle rain which 
fell during the later innings did not occasion 
the calling of time. If Weakheart Connolly 
had been boss, perhaps it might have ended 
in a tie at the close of the seventh. 

Manager McGuire tried out his Pacific coast 
recruit, Arrelanes, against Chicago and it re- 
quired only one round to demonstrate he 
needed more time to get acclimated to big 
league circles. But McGuire kept him in for 
three rounds, and in that time the Sox ought 
to have scored nineteen or eleven runs off 
him. They frittered away some and were 
lucked out of others. Then when McGuire 
got next to his coast wonder and switched 
to Cicotte, the Sox could not hit a lick. Only 
one little scratch was made off him in six 
innings, and Doc White made that himself, 
with two out, in the ninth. 


Delivery Wing Is Lame. 

The three runs which the Sox accumulated 
despite themselves off Arrelanes ordinarily 
would have won with White firing the ball. But 
Doc was pitching with a lame arm and was hit 
hard. In spite of that the lengthy ex-dentist would 
have got away with the game if he had been ac- 
corded anything resembling the support handed out 
to Altrock yesterday. Instead the Sox bungled 
badly in the early rounds and their boots gave 
Boston its first two rufs. The other two were le- 
gitimately pounded in, and it was the irony of 
fate that Jake Stahl, who refused to play in the 
White Sox yard all last year, should be the man 
to drive in the winning run in the eighth. 

It never should have been the winning run, 
however.

America’s chief cause of complaint is the 
arbitrary manner in which their protest 

‘@gainst the flagrantly unfair method of 
conducting the tug of war was dismissed. 
Every unprejudiced spectator present at 
, today’s meeting was convinced that the 
Americans were justified in refusing to go on 
with that event. f 
The united kingdom had three teams en- 
_ tered in the tug of war, made up of the police 
of the city of London, Liverpool, and the 
Metropolitan forces. The drawings brought 
the American and Liverpool teams into the 
arena first. When the stalwart Americans, 
dressed in their athletic costumes, made their 
appearance they received great applause 
from, all sections of the stands. They all 
wore Ordinary street shoes, complying with 
the rule which says; 

No competitor shall wear prepared boots 
er shoes, or boots or shoes with any project- 
ing nails, tips, sprigs, points, hollows, or pro- 
jections of any kind. No competitor shall 
make any hole in the ground with his feet or 

in any other way before the start.“ 


British Wear Enormous. Boots. 


The Americans, in wearing ordinary shoes, 
naturally believed that the team representing 
the united kingdom would do the same, particularly 
as the rule under which the contest was being 
conducted was made. by the British association. 
Their disappointment therefore was all the greater 


When, upon the Liverpool police appearing, it wes 


noticed that they were wearing enormous shoes 
so heavy, in fact, that it was with great effort 
they could lift their feet from the ground. The 
shoes, or boots, were enormous calf affairs that 
could not by any stretch of imagination be called 
Ordinary. Heavy boots are worn in the British 
navy, but these were greatly exceeded in weight 
by the footgear of the Liverpool athletes, which,

Not to Decide Championship. 


The British Olympic association has toncluded 
pot to decide the championship of the nations com- 
peting in the Olympic games held in London this 
year, and the same decision applies to the sports 
now going on at the stadium at Shepherd’s Bush. 
The original idea was to offer a trophy for the coun- 
try securing the greatest number of points in all 
games, those held in the stadium and those played 
at various clubs, such as the tennis at Queens 
club, ‘which was won by Jay Gould, and the rifle 
matches at Bisley, but the difficulty of arriving at 
an ‘equitable method of allotting the points was 
60 feat that the idea has been dropped.

ill mated: couple, and the Falkners, whose life 
together is anything but happy. The latter 
follow the Lanes to St. Louis, the home of 
Isabelle parents. Here is her brother, 
Vickers Price, not as a married man but a 
chivalric lover of a singer who afterward 
deserts him. Here, too, are the Steve Jobn- 


tons, living an orthodox married life of se 


yere trial and solid content. 


‘ Failing health sende Isabelle to Virginia, 
Where she finds a former wedding guest, 
Margaret Pole. They indirectly compare 
notes in the relative amount of happiness 
the years have brought them. The amount 
ig next to nothing. All except Mrs. Falkner, 
who has returned to her mother, later gravi- 
tate to New York, already the home of an- 
other of Isabelle’s wedding guests, Cornelia 
Woodyard, now the mistress of her own 
house. Here centering for a while these mar- 
ried people, Mr. Herrick provides place after 
place à plausible setting for his ensemble, 
changing it after the crisis in their lives has 
paseed to a new country for a new but de- 
pleted group. 

The action knitting the lives of these many 

people together, when abstracted from the 
occasion and circumstance, will read like a 
series of evenis described by Mr. Herrick 
himself as a newspaper mess ’’—some acci- 
dents and suicides, an elopement, a murder, 
graft, a court trial, and whatnot. Yet a more 
serene book would be hard to find. 
This is only one of ite many paradoxes. 
Whether by deliberate choice a subdued note 
was preserved in the incidental development 
of the story that an expansive, eloquent, and 
even lyrical quality might be, kept for the 
delicate underlying theme one reading is not 
sufficient to determine. Certain it is the ac- 
tion in no instance is inexpressive. One 
scarcely notes it in the absorbing interest, in 
the fluent dialogue, the free speculation un- 
folding the intangible something that is more 
than action. N

tion of one. Surely Mr. Herrick must lock 


afar for his theme or break new ground. He 
does both. . 

The fundamental in of these women is not 
primarily @ matrimonial one at all; nor is 
it confined to women. It is nothing more than 
what the Germans call die moderne. As af- 
fecting Woman as a literary subject it is 
traceable directly to Sudermann and Ibsen, 
creators of a type of woman whose clamorous 
call for ute is nothing more than a con- 
scious thabashed delight in sensation and 
sex privilege. How they in turn borrowed 
the idea of Goethe that life lo only worth 
living as it isa conselous reaction to keenest 
experience, and how they applied this to 
woman is @ neat bit of history in her de- 
velopment. It is too remote from the present 
discussion. This devotion to the joy of liv- 
ing we know with Sudermann and Ibsen un- 
failingly proves the need of dying. But Mr. 
Herrick, true to his insight into American 
modes of life, allows the man to die. Vickers 
Price, whose “ potion of siren tears taught 
him the barren quality of this “ snatched ” 
joy, dies by the hand of the shallow senti- 
mentalist on whom both his sister and her 
friend, Mrs. Woodyard, had settled upon as 
their emotional complement. Margaret 
Pole’s husband commits suicide, baffied at 
the new religion of ideal passion his wife 
had put into practice. All thie seems dismal 
as @ recital, but as reading it has not in it 
even a touch of pathos. This ie not a defect 
of the book, either; it is Only another of its 
paradoxes, This will be seen by the method 
of eharacterization. 


For after all it is the kind of women we 
have given us in Together which deter- 
mines the success of both its structure and 
theme. Here again Mr. Herrick uses a sim- 
ple method, giving to this group of dames 
the same temperamental! bias and moral fiber, 
not failing, however, to individualise them 
with absolute definitenesa, yet keeping their 
individuality sufficently in abeyance to serve 
the purpose of his negative plot and his del- 
icate theme. Their leading characteristic is 
their refined worldliness. ‘‘ Their sense is 
with their senses so bound in.“ Isabelle 
Lane, ir -alid, traveler,,dreamer, talks thus 
to her brother: 

Marriage is an awful problem for a 
woman—any woman who has individuality, 
who thinks. A man takes it easily. 
doesn't fit, why he hangs it up in the closet, 
so to speak, and takes it out just as little 
as he has to. But a woman, she must wear 
it all the time, or give it up altogether. It's 
unfair to the woman. If she wants to be 
loved—and there are precious few whe don’t 
want a man to love them, don’t want that 
first of all—and her husband hasn't time 
to bother with love, what does she ait out of 
marriage? ”’ 

Isabelle got nothing out of e De 
cause she brought notbing to it but a love 
of experience. Not till her brother sacrifices 
himself to save her from @isgrace, and not 
till her husband is publicly discredited as a 
gratter does she realize her emotions as petty 
things and her whole married life a sham. 
One does not feel this repentance as pro- 
foun® or touching, it is true, but ft fulfills 
its part in the subsidiary theme—a wife's 
part in her husband’s failure. E. F.

Mrs. Arthur Strong has revised Dr. Carotti's 
* HISTORY OF ART" (Dutton & Co.), the 
first volume, ancient art, having been trans- 
lated by Alice Todd. Prof. Carotti's work, 
which appeared several years ago in Itallan, 
has appeared in several languages and has 
been generally accepted <8 a sound authority 
on the matter within its scope. 

This first volume includes the oriental and 
classical periods of art, the former conipris- 
ing Egyptian, Chaldean, Adgean, or Mediter- 
ranean, Assyrian art, and the art of some of 
the smaller nations.

ing News; Corn Works Higher. 


Wheat values yesterday again fluctuated 
apprehensively between two scorching spec- 
ulative flames, each of composite derivation. 
Beneficial rains in the droughty sections of 
the northwest and heavy arrivals of new 
wheat of excellent stock combated with fur- 
ther expansion of export and domestic cash 
business and a conglomerate total of crop 
advices that lent color to bullish encourage- 
ment. Foreign marts asa rule gave response 
to the upturns here the day before, their 
action serving more or less as a barrier be- 
tween the hammer and the object of attack. 
The finish showed Ge lower. 


Trade Again Extremely Nervous. 

Extreme nervousness again characterized 
the trade in the wheat pit, current news be- 
ing such as to keep the trade in a marked 
degree of uncertainty, involving trading 
of the most cautious sort. Notwithstaading 
that the rains over night in North Dakota 
and other sections of spring wheat territory 
bespoke big improvement to the crop north- 
west, there was enough in the run of news to 
prevent heavy operations on the part of the 
bears. Aside from the brisker run of new 
wheat to market and the tempering of appre- 
hension northwest, statistical news favored 
the bulls. While the official map showed 
generous dispensations of moisture where 
rain was needed in the northwest, the day's 
gossip offerings included much to bolster the 
fear of the shorts and to inspire confidence 
on the part of the dyed in the wool bulls. 


Dakota Advices Conflicting. 

An early message indicated that the rains 
had worked wonderful benefit to the North 
Dakota crops, but Expert Le Count said that, 
notwithstanding the relief, he could see not 
more than 40 per cemt of a normal yield in 
the vicinity of Jamestown, with many fields 
fepresenting total failure. James A. Patten 
had a message from a man friendly to him 
that general reports northwest were strong- 
ly favorable to the bulls, the advice emanat- 
ing from a source that a short time ago was 
the home of pronounced bearishness. Mis- 
souri, in winter wheat territory, expressed 
disappointment over harvesting returns, but 
other sections of the southwest had little to 
complain of, the hum of the harvester being 
as sweet music to the ears of the farmers. 
Notwithstanding the generous consignments 
of new wheat, cash men declared that farm- 
ers still displayed indisposition to sell freely 
at prevailing prices. The day’s total of new 
wheat offerings, however, was a card in the 
hands of the bears. Primary arrivals were 
777,000 bu, against 574,000 bu the correspond- 
ing day last year. Kansas City and St. Louis 
together had 346,000 bu, compared to 211,000 
bu last year. Milliken; the big St. Louis 
speculator, was accounted one of the most 
vigorous sellers of wheat in this market 
early, the northwest following his lead with 
much animation. Duluth and Minneapolis 
together received 211 cars, against 244 cars 
the similar day in 1907, and clearances at 
the seaboard, wheat and flour, were equal to 
147,000 bu. 


Foreign Call Is Encouraging. 

Both eastern and western centers noted 
considerable activity in the foreign demand 
for wheat, and most domestic markets called 
attention to a pickup in the home demand for 
the cash article. Minneapolis millers were 
accounted good buyers at Kansas City, out- 
bidding southwestern millers for the choice 
offerings. St. Louis reported 28 boat loads 
worked for export, and Duluth noted a lively 
call for durum wheat from abroad. 


Light World’s Exports Expected. 

According to estimates based on figures 
at hand, world’s shipments for the week 
promised to be no more than 4,600,000 bu, 
extraordinarily light compared to the ex- 
ports of a year ago. The week's Argentine 
shipments were small at 1,640,000 bu, against 
1,544,000 bu a year ago, the exports from 
India and Australia being 208,000 bu and 112 - 
000 bu, respectively, well under the showings 
of a year ago. Stocks of wheat at Minne- 
apolis showed a decrease of 425,000 bu for 
the week. According to Bra@street's the 
exports from this country and Canada are 
1,400,000 bu, against 2,250,000 bu last year, 
being the smallest since January, 1905. Bears 
pointed to 120 cars of contract wheat in the 
local receipts of 151 cars, of which 147 cars 
were of the new crop stuff. Since Jan. 1 the 
Argentine exports have aggregated 115,186, - 
000 bu, against 90,520,000 bu for the similar 
period in 1907. Kansas City stocks showed a 
decrease of 44,000 bu, despite the heavy 
receipts, plainly givin. evidence of the pick- 
up im the current domestic and export de- 
mand. Milwaukee millers reported sales of 
fiour for export. Closing prices abroad 


up at Paris, %c higher at Antwerp, %c loftier 
at Berlin, 2c higher at Budapest, and Ic up 
at Buenos Ayres. The Modern Miller was 
moderately bullish in its weekly review, 
noting winter thrashing intermittent be- 
cause of unsettled weather. In Nebraska, 
according to the Miller, much damage has 
been$done to wheat in the shock. 


New Top for Corn Prices. 


Old crop corn months displayed consider- 
able strength as a result of scarcity of pit 
offerings, and a generally broadened demand 
from traders of both small and pretentious 
caliber. A feature of the ascent of July and 
September was the touching of new high 
levels for the crop year—76%c and Tohc for 
each. Some of the leading cash houses 
bought with a free hand, despairing of the 
hope that farmers might be induced to sell 
more freely at the prevailing level. The 
Glucose people were said to have bought 
more than 300,000 bu of the cash article, 
Which ruled lower for the poorer grades and 
higher for the more desirable offerings. 
Final pit prices showed %c up for July and 
September and \c off for December and May. 

Local receipts were 140 cars, against 125 
expected and 229 received the similar day 
last year. The local estimate for today was 
162 cars. Primary arrivals were 204,000 bu, 
Sompared to 414,000 bu last year.

STOCKYARDS GOSSIP. 


_ Advices received so far this week are for o 

one trainioad of Montana range cattle to sa — 
next Monday. Many of the local traders were 
of the opinion that the movement of range cattle 
to the local market would not keep up the fast 
pace shown this week, when nearly 4,000 rangers 
were received. A decrease in the arrivals from the 
range: would undoubtedly be of vast benefit to the 
trade, as reports from all quarters are to the effect 
that the consumptive demand for dressed beef is 
extremely dull, and as packers have succeeded 
in putting away liberal stocks this week they will 
not be forced to make extensive purehas- for the 
next week or so. Receipts of native cattle also 
are expected to show some falling off, as traders 
believe that most of the stock contracted for while 
prices were high has been delivered, and present 
values are too low to attract heavy shipments. 

A large hay crop with an abundance of rough 
feed will be reflected in an excellent demand for 
feeding sheep, lambs, and cattle,” said A. A. 
Walters of Walters & Dunbar, live stock commis- 
sion company. The number of orders received 
so far is not large, excepting for sheep an lambs, 
which seem popular in spite of the fact thht feed- 
ers did not have a profitable season last year, but 
as soon as nearby farmers get through with their 
busy season they will be represented in the trade 
in large numbers, as feed lots are empty and lib- 
eral supplies of stock can be taken care of. 

There are many reasons to account for the 
excessive supplies of native cattle here this week, 
said John Alexander of Alexander, Ward & Con- 
over, live stock commission rm. The heavy 
receipts can be attributed to the fact that, during 
the recent period of high prices, country operators 
contracted for a good many cattle to be delivered 
the first fifteen days of July. Another factor was 
that feeders preferred marketing their stock rather 
than waste feed on them during fly time, when 
cattle: are so worried that they cannot gain in 
weight. The opening of the season for western 
range stock also contributed, as raisers of natives 
wanted to liquidate before they were forced to 
come {nto competion with the rangers, which usu- 
ally are favored by buyers to the detriment of 
native cattle values. 

Thin grassy packing hogs were a drug on the 
market and extremely difficult to dispose of at any 
kind of satisfactory price. Killers had the mar- 
ket for this class of stock to them nd se- 
cured all they wanted at their own figures, Daying 
from $4.50 to $5.50, according to weight’ and 
quality. 

Speculators came into the hog market on a more 
liberal scale, but they confined their operations to 
the better grades of stock, being afraid to take 
hold of the common lots, owing to the discrim- 
ination exercised by packers in making their pur- 
chases, and being afraid of having too many of 
the thin, grassy sows left on their hands. 

Hogs left over from Thursday's market were offi-

NO BUSINESS Ar 


Creditors Are the Only Callers at the 


Office of the Concern. 


Like the serpent of folklore which will not 
die before sundown, Hapgoods the brass 
bound employment agency which was put 
out of business when the state labor com- 


mission revoked its Illinois jicense Thurs-. 


day, wagged ite tall feebly all day yester- 
day. The wagging was to the extent of 
keeping open the doors of its offices on the 
tenth floor of the Hartford building, but 
the henchmen of Hapgood did not do any 
business.

After a telephonic conversation with coun- 
sel Blanchard declared that he had been ad- 
vised to keep the license and said that he 
would not give it up. 

The license is valueless to you now,“ said 
the inspector.

2 Are you going ahead in defiance of law?" ' 
asked Inspector Blasi.
